The Church Is The Meeting Place For God And His People 


The Greatest Name 


‘T h o u sh alt ca ll his n am e Jesu s" . Matt. 1 :2 1 


There is no name so sweet on earth, 


No name so dear in heaven, 


As that before His wondrous birth 


To Christ, the Saviour, given. 


For the 'Christian name of Jesus is the 


most precious name in all human speech. 


It is the name through which we found 


access to God— the name in which we gained 


forgiveness and salvation and our hope of 


eternal life. 
It is the name in which we 


pray, trusting in its power to open 
the 


treasures of God to us, for it is promised, 


“Whatsoever ye shall ask the Father in my 


name, He will give it you.” 


It is the supreme name— the “ name which 


is above every name 
the name at which 


“ every knee should how, of things in heaven 


and things in earth anc! things under the 


earth.” 


Our Saviour has two distinctive names. 


First, there is the human name, announced 


before His birth by the divine messenger who 


said, “ Thou shalt call His name Jesus, for fie 


shall save His people from their sins. 


This name— Jesus— is a 
Hebrew word 


meaning “Saviour” or more literally, “ Je ­ 


hovah is salvation” . 


Then there is the ceremonial name, “ Mes­ 


siah,” if we follow the Hebrew form, or 


* Christ” , if we take the Greek. 
In either 


case the meaning is “ the annomted one.” 


The word carries the thought of the ancient 


rite of consecrating priests and kings, who 


were annomted (Hebrew, mashakh) or con­ 


secrated by the application of the holy oil 


when they were set apart for their task. 


And so the term, “Jesus, the Christ,” may 


he interpreted as “ the One whom God con­ 


secrated as Saviour.” 


To the one who knows through joyous 


experience the power of the name of Jesus 


it is not necessary to enlarge upon the mat­ 


ter. 
The Christian, saved through the power 


of Jesus, has found new life in this Name 


and to him it is the dearest, the greatest 


of all names. 


Peter, meeting a crippled beggar at the 


temple gate, made good use of the name 


when he said, “Silver and gold have I none, 


but such as I have I give thee; In the name 


of 
jesus Christ of Nazareth, rise up and 


walk.” 


Later, he told the rulers and elders of 


Israel, “And His name, through faith in His 


name, hath made this man strong.” “ Neither 


is there salvation in any other; for there is 


none other name under heaven, given among 


men, whereby we must be saved.” 


How can any sane person take lightly on 


his lips such a name? 


How can anyone swear by the name of 


the Saviour, or even use thoughtlessly the 


name of One who gave His life for us? 


And yet people do take this great and 


holy name lightly and speak it profanely. 


Even those who love .im are not too careful 


about their use of His name. 
The other day 


a street preacher was yelling at the top of 


his harsh voice, “Jesus Christ can save you! 


His screeching could he heard a block away, 


and it lacked any sound of reverence. 
The 


name of Jesus is a name to he spoken 


respectfully, reverently, lovingly, not to be 


handled carelessly— not to he yelled on the 


street corner. 


Hie ancient Hebrews so revered the name 


of Jehovah that they did not even speak the 


word. 
It was a name too holv for utterance 


except by the high priest in the most holy 


place. 


We could well follow their example in 


reverence for the name of our Saviour, the 


One w ho came to reveal God s love to us, 


and through whose sacrifice came the gift of 


life for all mankind. Let us live in His name, 


pray in His name, serve in His name, trust 


in His name for salvation, but let us never 


do violence to that holy name by careless, 


thoughtless or profane use of it. 


Oh, the precious name of Jesus! 


How it thrills our souls with joy, 


When His loving arms receive us, 


.And His songs our tongues employ!

W hy do we say all of this 
Is possible? 
Himplv because it is 
now being done by the older m em ­ 
bers in this game.

You will h ear that the field 
is now too over-crow'ded.

these statem ents are correct. 
But, 
bear strongly in mind that the col­ 
lecting of stam ps is a firmly e stab ­ 
lished world-wide hobby and th at 
there will alw ays be a certain im ­ 
p ortant demand for the stam ps of 
our own period. 
There m ust be 
a supply if this demand is to be 
taken care of. 
This is the reason 
fine holdings are insured of a prof­ 
itable future. 
W hat you m ust do, 
however, I* to m ake certain that 
the type of stam p holdings which

aw ay will 
he the. ones 
w anted in the years to come. You 
m ust learn now to be wise in your 
buying. 
It may be well to mention here 
the fact so well known to the stam p 
collecting 
and 
stam p 
investing 
groups in our own country. P u r ­ 
chases of m int stam ps carry the 
additional capital protection of a 
face selling value of the stam ps 


for postal uses. 
This is a very u n ­ 
usual 
investment 
protection, 
hut 
one which has done much to e n ­ 
courage the buying of m int stam ps 
a t or near 
face. 
However,

feature is not significant in mint 
stam ps of high intrinsic or collec­ 
tor value or in used terms. 
In ths discussion we have not 
touched upon stam ping profits or 
the m anner of buying and selling. 
Only an attem pt to briefly show 
.and give you reasons why there 
does exist, a high degree of c a p ­ 
ital protection in fine investment 
stamping.
